Local survey shows

President Sp iro Agnew. 8 1 of the 129 Democrat-Cap ital readers who resp onded

banks, had received a staff rec­ 
ommendation that De Boer be 
removed immediately. 
The 
FDIC 
has 
been 
in­ 
vestigating the hiring of De 
Boer less than a year after he 
was suspended 
as a stock­ 
broker. He had been charged 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission in 1971 with appro­ 
priating funds from National 
Home Products, Inc.. for his 
own use. De Boer was an offi­ 
cer and director of the firm. 
De Boer accepted the SEC 


findings without admitting guilt 
and went to work for Rebozo’s 
bank on Aug. 1.1972 


In the interview, he said he 


was guilty of “ a technical vio­ 
lation" of SEC regulations and 
discontinued his fight against 
the commission because of pro­ 
hibitive legal expenses. 
Rebozo’s bank has been in­

the productivity of U S. farm­ 
ers are emerging as frequent 
topics during talks this week 
between Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L. 
Butz and European 
farm leaders 
The most recent import ac­ 
tion was a decision Oct 31 by 
President Nixon to allow more 
foreign butter into the United 
States during the remainder of 
1973 
Earlier, import quotas 
were 
increased 
substantially 
for nonfat dry milk and cheese 
Butz was scheduled to speak 
in Rome on Tuesday at a meet­ 
ing of the United Nations’ Food 
and Agriculture Organization 
He will also meet with Eu ­ 
ropean Economic Community 
leaders during a 10-day trip to 
London, Munich. Brussels and 
Paris. 
A strong advocate of free 
world trade. Butz is expected to 
cite the dairy- import actions as 
evidence of U S. cooperation in 
loosening up world trade re­ 
strictions 
These actions, justified by the 
N ix o n 
administration 
on 
grounds that U S milk produc­ 
tion is down sharply, are also 
expected to be a lever during 
the current talks in CJeneva un­ 
der the (ieneral Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. 
A prime topic at the FAO 
meeting Tuesday will be a pro­ 
posal to set up a world food 
grain reserve. 
As evidence of this new U S 
cooperation. Butz also can point 
to irs. farm production this 
vear and to his announcements 


that no government acreage 
lids will be imposed in 1974 for 
production of major crops, in­ 
cluding wheat feed grain and 
cotton 
The campaign by Butz tn 
have world farm trade freed of 
quotas, high tariffs and other 
restraints is not new But it has 
taken on some new perspective 
For 
example, 
some 
Butz 
aides in the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment have recently been speak­ 
ing out strongly on broad issues 
such as world fcMxl relief, trade 
policies and future U S farm 
policy 
Kenneth E Frick, adminis­ 
trator of the Agricultural Stabi­ 
lization and Conservation Serv­ 
ice. raised eyebrows in an Oct 
26 speech to agency employees 
in Palm Beach Shores. Fla . in 
which he called for the aban­ 
donment of the Food for fVace 
prc^ram 


Frick said such programs, 
‘‘designi'd to stuff surplus fo<Kl 
down people's throats have ac­ 
complished little more than re­ 
lieving political pressure and 
satisfying 
the 
whim 
of do- 
g(K)ders '■ 
Any kind ol world food plan, 
he said, should include tlu’ eli­ 
mination of U S export credit 
policies, barter arrangements 
and F oi mI for Peace 
Frick also proposed that a 
world food reserve plan include 
an internationally finance agen 
cy which then could make loans 
to needy countries so that they 
could buv commiKlities from 
others 
Another selling point Butz is 
making to the Europeans is the 
potential of the United States to 
continue to expand its crop pro 
duction in the future 
Don i’aarlberg. director of 
economics for USDA. said last 


week 
that 
assuming 
strong 
market prices average weath 
er. no government restrictions 
on land use and ample prodiic 
tion supplies U S crop produc­ 
tion is headed for further big 
gains by 1985 


With these assumptions we 
see an increase of about 50 per

Paarlberg said

Warn agains t c omplac e nc y

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 
last successful hijack of U.S. 
aircraft occurred one year ago 
Saturday when three men took 
over a Southern Airways jetlin­ 
er and forced the pilot to fly 
them on a course that included 
eight cities in three countries. 
The 31st successful domestic 
hijacking of 1972 and the sec­ 
ond in 13 days, the Southern 
Airways incident caused LTesi- 
dent Nixon to institute antihi­ 
jacking measures at the na­ 
tion’s airports. 
It is believed to have in­ 
fluenced Cuban Premier FYdel 
Castro to sign on Feb. 15. 1973. 
a bilateral agreement promis­ 
ing either to return hijackers or 
to try them in Cuban courts. 
Similar agreements since have 
been reached with other na­ 
tions. 
The Southern jet was on a 
flight from Birmingham. Ala.,’ 
to Montgomery. Ala., when 
three armed fugitives took con­ 
trol. They shot and wounded 
the copilot and held the 27 pas­ 
sengers and four crew mem­ 
bers hostage for 29 hours while 
the plane landed at various 
cities in the United States. Can­ 
ada and Cuba. 
At one point, the hijackers 
threatened to crash the plane 
into the nuclear reactor facility 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn.. unless 
Southern officials met their de­ 
mand for $10 million in cash. 
Southern gave the hijackers 
$2 million in cash, but the three 
fugitives refused to release the 
passengers held hostage. 
Eventually, 
the 
hijackers 
were taken into custody in 
Cuba The president of the Air 
Line Pilots Association, John J. 
O’Donnell, said Cuban author­ 
ities have said they will “ spend 
the rest of their lives in a four- 
by-four-foot box ” 
On Dec. 5, 1972 — less than a 
month after the Southern hi­ 
jacking — President Nixon or­ 
dered that all airline passen­ 
gers must pass through elec­ 
tronic screening devices that 
detect hidden weapons 
He also ordered that all car­ 
ry-on baggage be searched, ei­ 
ther by hand or electronically, 
and that specially trained law 
officers be present at each 
boarding gate. 
The cost of these measures is 
paid 
by 
airline 
passengers 
through a 62-cent security sur­ 
charge on each ticket 


Even though there have been 
no successful hijacks of U.S 
jc'ts in the past year, both the 
P'ederal 
Aviation 
Adminis­ 
tration and the Air Line Pilots 
Asswiation warn against com­ 
placency . 


“ The threat is still a very 
real one.” warned O’Donnell. 
There have been four at- 


tempted hijacks in that peritxi 
none while the plane was 
airborne 
.And 
the 
security 
guards at airports across the 
countr> have seized since the 
start of 1973 a total of 1 .HOC 
guns. 1.021 explosive devices. 
15.731 knives and 20.037 other 
“ potentially dangerous” items. 
There also have been several 
hijackings in other countries. 


’’We’ve had an increase of 
around 15 to 20 per cent in 
customers the past two years 
when there were no big traffic 
weekends.” he said. “ A lot of 
people make a special effort to 
drive down here just to help the 
fellows out because they know 
the money’s going to go for 
good causes.” 


For their contributions and 
support of the chapter, the 
Yokeleys were made honorary 
members last winter.

But no 
matter what you call them, 
there 
are 
still 
people 
who 
wander around the country' with 
no place to stay, no food to eat, 
and money for neither. 
The 
local Salvation Army 
shelter has fed and put up 100 
transients during the first nine 
months of this year, and Major 
Marjorie Weber, commanding 
officer of the post at 120 East 
Fifth, said she doesn’t think 
there are fewer transients now 
than in harsher times. 
Major Weber said a recent 
Salvation Army poll of Army 
shelters showed that several 
thousand 
transients 
checked 
into shelters around the country 
on the particular day the poll 
was taken. She said the poll 
only counted people checking in 
that day. not those who were 
already at the shelters. 
The local shelter sleeps six 
persons in three sets of bunk 
beds, with a bathroom and 
shower. In addition to a place to 
sleep, 
the 
Salvation 
Army 


provides one free meal ticket to 
the transients. 
“ Right now. we are using 
tickets worth one dollar, but 
prices are going up." Major 
Weber said. “ We will-have to 
change to at least $l .25 " 


Several 
local 
ministers 
contacted indicated there are 
almost as many ways to deal 
with and help the transients as 
there are different types of 
transients. 


The Rev. Robert W Magee. 
First Christian ( ’hurch. said he 
tries to provide foixl and work 
to 
transients 
who 
want 
temporary 
employment 
He 
said most of the men he deals 
with, around eight to 10 a year, 
are willing to work 


No cash given 


The Rev. IXmis R Craft, of 
the 
P'irst 
United 
Methodist 
Church, said he usually refers 
transients 
needing 
food, 
clothing or a place to sleep to 
the Salvation Army. “ 1 am 
reluctant to give them cash, for 
many reasons, especially if they 
are alcoholics," he said 


The minister at the Broadway 
Presbyterian Church, the Rev. 
Roger 
Williams, 
said 
his 
church, 
like 
most 
of 
the 
downtown 
churches, 
refers 
transients to the Open Door 
Service (’enter 
The Rev Marvin (i .\lbright. 
pastor of the United (liurch of 
Christ, who works closely with 
the Open Door center, said 
Open Door gives money to the 
Salvation 
Army 
to 
help 
transients, and usually refers 
transients needing linlging to 
the Salvation .\rmy. 
Unless 
there 
are 
unusual 
circumstances. 
Major 
Weber 
said, transients are only allowed 
to stay one night, and are only 
given one meal ticket She said 
i^lvation 
Army 
centers 
in 
larger cities did not have to use 
such restrictions because they 
had more money and larger 
shelters. 
.According to .Major Weber, 
when a family or women come 
into town needing a place to 
stay, the Salvation Army pays 
their hotel bills 
Major Weber said the only 
change she has noticed among 
transients is that there are more 


young people today 
" It ’s a 
variety, we’ve had boys here as 
young as 16 or 17 
We are 
getting more young people, and 
the young people are younger." 
she said 
Most of the ministers agreed 
that 
the 
majority 
of 
the 
transients who come to them 
for aid iire middle aged or 
older, and most young people 
they 
deal 
with 
are 
young 
married families. 
One 
common 
type 
of 
transient all of the ministers 
come into contact with is the 
young 
married 
couple 
who 
starts our cross-country without 
proper planning and ends up 
short of money 
One minister, who declined to 
be named, said most of them 
are not ver>' intelligent, and if 
they thought about it before 
they left, they would realize 
they didn't have a ghost of a 
chance of making it " 
Mr Albright said he thought 
there were three main types of 
transients, the young family 
caught short of funds, the single 
person, usually middle aged or 
older just going “ some place." 
and the “ professional." whom 


he classified as a person who 
goes from church to church in a 
town asking for assistanci’ 
Mr ( ’raft said. 
There are 
people win» are just nom.idic. 
and don t want to work 
The Salvation Army sets few 
rules for transients staying in 
the shelter 
The door to the 
shelter remains open at 
all 
times, and the transients can 
come and go as they please 
“ We require that thev don't 
drink or smoke in th«» building 
We don’t have a lot of strict 
rules," Major Weber said 
But (»ne rule Major Welu'r 
strictly enforces 
is 
that 
all 
transients must register with 
the Si'dalia police department 
before 
checking 
into 
the 
shelter .Major Weber said this 
is for the protection of all 
parties concerned 
('harles 
Knapp, 
assistant 
chief of police, said police ask 
for some form of identifica­ 
tion and require the transient 
to fill out an information card 
The procedure» is to more or 
les.s check them out They till 
out a card." Knapp said 
Knapp said the only time 
police detain transu'nts rather 
than send them to the shelter is 
when th(»y have been drinking 
or when they are found to be 
wanted for a crime 


Funds limited 


One problem Major Weber 
said the Salvation .Army can't 
help 
the 
transients 
with 
is 
illness. “ We don t have the 
money to be responsible for 
their medical hills." she said 
The Siilvation Army also does 
not have the funds to help 
transients 
with 
money 
for 
transportation or gasoline 
However, the Pettis (’ounty 
Sheriff’s Department has a fund 
provided by Open Door it uses 
to pay for gasoline for people 
referred 
to 
the 
office 
by 
ministers or Ux al agencies 
Sheriff Emmett Fairfax said. 
“ When it is requested, we will 
write a voucher for a maximum 
of $5 for gas. We have only had 
a few requests in the past year," 
The Salvation Army provides 
as many services as it possibly 
can. such as clothing needy 
transients from supplies of the 
Salvation .Army store 


.Also. .Major Weber said she 
tries to counsel anyone who is 
receptive to the help “ We try 
to help 
the 
ones 
who are 
constantly roaming. ” she .said 
Major Weber remembers one 
transient who passed through 
Sedalia 
approximately 
eight 
times in the last three or four 
years. She said she asked him 
why ht' didn’t .settle down some 
place 
“ He told me. T'm a painter. 


and sometimes my paintings 
will sell in one place, and other 
times they will sell in other 
places.

Cousteau refuses to pose with penguins 


D ET liO IT (A PI — Aquatic 
explorer 
.Jacques 
Cousteau 
caused a mild stir here when 
he refused to pose for pictures 
with penguins at the Detroit 
Zoo. 
The situation grew more un­ 
comfortable when a Cousteau 
aide said. “ He doesn’t like 
zoos." 
Dr. Robert Willson, zoo direc­ 
tor. was irked by the snub and 
asked 
for 
an 
explanation. 
Cousteau said he objected to 
animals being on display in 
anything 
but 
their 
“ natural 
habitat ' 
Willson defended the zoo, 
which has few cages and bars. 


“ Not ever>'one has a ship to 
travel around the world, and 
then 
make 
money 
showing 
films on television,” Willson 
said. 
Later, the Cousteau did visit 
the penguinarium 
the only 
exhibit of its ki.nd in the world, 
where 56 penquins live in a 
glassed-in area. 
“ He was flabbergasted by 
what 
he 
saw," 
Willson 
re­ 
counted. 
“ He said. ‘This is 
beautiful.’" 
Cousteau and Willson parted 
smiling. “ I told him, ‘We zoo 
people aren’t bad.’" Willson 
said. "But I don't like anyone 
criticizing my zoo. ”

'Leaks' in home mean dollars

You can knock as much as 40 
per cent off your heating bill 
this 
winter 
(or 
your 
air- 
conditioning bill next summer) 
by thinking of your home as one 
big bag of air with a lot of leaks 
These heat leaks are costing 
you hundreds of dollars a year. 
Leaks can be found in attics, 
basements, walls and around 
windows and doors. 
To find out how to plug these 
costly 
heat 
leaks 
without 
spending a lot of money, my 
assistant. Doris Behre, and I 
talked with scores of insulation 
experts. Here are some of their 
money-saving suggestions. 
Attic This is one of the 
leakiest spots in your home 
Many homes have less than two 
inches of insulation covering 
the attic floor or crawl space 
You really need three times this 
amount. 
Insulation is graded by an 
“ R’’ 
value 
This 
is 
the 
insulation's 
resistance" 
to 
heat flow (outward in winter, 
inward in summer). Insulation 
that 
has 
an 
R-19 
rating 
(approximately six inches thick) 
is recommended for attics or 
ceilings directly exposed to cold 
air 
You can buy insulation made 
of mineral wool from hardware 
or building supply stores in the 
form 
of 
batts* (rectangular 
pieces) 
blanketlike 
rolls 
or 
small particles which can be 
poured Look for the R rating 
on the insulation material itself 
or on the package 


Rolls or batts are usually 
easier to insert between the 
flooring beams of an attic but. 
in some tight-squeeze cases, 
poured 
insulation 
might 
be 
easier to manage With poured 
insulation. 
you 
need 
a 
respirator over your face to 
prevent inhalation of mineral 
wool particles. A rakelike tool is 
also handy to help spread the 
poured insulation around. Be 
careful 
not 
to 
cover 
any 
ventilation holes. 
Doors and windows. These 
are your next major sources of 
heat leaks 
Single-pane glass 
forms an enormous heat leak 
and should be covered with 
storm 
windows 
(or 
doors), 
replaced 
with 
double-pane 
thermal glass or covered on the 
inside with plastic film such as 
Mylar. 
Weatherstripping should be 
put around all doors so you 
can't see a lighted flashlight 
from the other side. Don't 
forget 
the 
door 
or 
panel 
entrance to attic space — it’s 
vital With the attic door, it's 
also a good idea to cover the 
cold side with mineral wool 
insulation or with a half-inch 
thick 
piece 
of 
inexpensive 
insulation board 


.Any cracks between door or 
window frames and the rest of 
the house should be filled with 
caulking 
material 
In 
the 
basement, you should use sill 
sealer to fill the cracks between 
the foundation and the frame. 
Walls. Unfortunately, 
it's 
difficult 
and 
expensive 
to 


insulate e.xisting finished walls 
Commercial insulators can blow 
material 
into 
finished 
wall 
space, but some experts claim 
this isn't always satisfactory 
because the insulation either 
gets stuck on nails, wires and 
pipes or settles, leaving entire 
areas unin.>ulated. 
If. '.owever. the wall is not 
finished off and faces a heated 
area, it can be easily insulated 
by doit-yourselfers Insulation 
with an R rating of 11 is 
suggesU*d for walls. 
Vapor barriers. Insulating 
material should have a vapor 
barrier, usually made of plastic 
or

foil,

Knowing your guitar...

A few months ago I bought 
a guitar instruction book and 
tried to teach mvself how to 
play the instrument 
The 
book said 1 would be popular 
at parties That may be true, 
but

knowing Nobody has invited 
me to a party.

The guitar obviously was 
invented by someone with 
six fingers. Anybody with 
five fingers attempting to 
play the instrument thus 
starts off with a handicap 
When playing a ‘‘chord.’’

press two or more strings 
This is called a “ barre."

are all you need to know to

“ seventh chord" which is 
too difficult to bother with 
When you come to the part 
of the song that needs that 
chord, just buzz the strings 
lightly. Assume a thoughtful 
expression. This is known as 
“ faking it." fhe first term 
every' 
amateur 
musician 
learns. 
“ E " and “ A" are easy to 
learn Practice shifting back 
and forth between the two 
until 
your fingers 
bleed.

Business activity may slow down

NEW YOHK (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon s call this past week 
for cutbacks in energy use 
seemed certain to bring reduc­ 
tions in the nation's economic 
activity. 
But even before it was really 
determined what parts of the

ther. 
The presidential proposals, 
prompted by reduced supplies 
of Mideast oil. included a call 
for voluntary cutbacks in the 
use of heating oil.

The President said he would 
ask 
for 
legislation affecting 
working hours and putting new 
limits on airlines and truckers 
While the White House was 
offering its ideas to Congress, 
energy experts warned

needed before the winter is 
over, let alone before the coun­ 
try's 
energy 
problems 
are 
solved 
“ The need for rationing is not 
as far removed as President 
Nixon 
indicated." 
said 
a 
spokesman for Sun Oil Co.. who 
contended

measures would still leave the 
nation short a million barrels of 
oil a day. 
“ If people get behind this and 
really make a hard effort, the

Congress to 
decide coal 
output in U.S. 


ST. LOUIS ( AP) - The deci­ 
sion on whether the nation’s 
coal producers increase produc­ 
tion to alleviate the current 
energy crisis lies in the hands 
of Congress, according to Wil­ 
liam Hartman, vice president 
of Peabody Coal Co. 
Hartman said Friday that his 
company will not move quickly 
to increase production or open 
new mines in spite of the seg­ 
ment of President Nixon's ener­ 
gy message earlier this week 
saying that power plants and 
factories should be exempted 
from air and water quality 
laws for one year. 
“ Congress 
holds 
the 
key 
here.” 
Hartman said 
“ The 
president made a policy state­ 
ment. but the real nuts and 
bolts are what Congress will 
permit us to do ’’ 
The coal executive said it 
would take his firm about eight 
months to hire and train addi­ 
tional employes and 
obtain 
more mining equipment 
He 
noted, however, that Nixons 
message suggested only a one- 
year exemption 
“ If that means that high sul­ 
fur coal can be used for only 
that one-vear period." Hartman 
said. “ It's doubtful if coal pro­ 
duction would be increased A 
capital investment cannot be 
made in a coal mine or in the 
expansion of an existing mine if 
we cannot sell the product long 
enough to pay for the in­ 
vestment.

monthly decline. 
Farm prices fell 5.3 per cent, 
a drop which eventually will 
surface in store prices and a 
decline large enough to offset 
rising prices for nonfood com­ 
modities. 


Figures from 
Detroit this 
past week showed auto sales, 
which were booming earlier 


this year and starting to lag in 
September, were off about 12 
per cent from last year's Octo­ 
ber levels. 
Auto makers themselves had 


predicted a dropoff in sales, 
and indicated there weren t any 
immediate signs that the de­ 
cline. in the end. would be 
greater than expected

WASHINGTON - More th an 1.3 million 
Cadillacs 
are 
loose 
on 
th e 
nation's 
h igh way s 
with 
potentially 
dangerous 
defects in th eir power steering, wh ich 
could h ave been corrected for pennies. 


From h undreds of confidential General 
Motors docum ents in our possession, we 
h ave discovered th at Cadillac executives 
knew of th e h azard as early as 197 0. but did 
noth ing to correct it until th ey took h alf 
measures in th e 1973 models. 


As with so many engineering problems, 
th e defect is linked to one tiny part. In th e 
Cadillac, th ere is only one screen to filter 
out th e metal ch ips th at can ruin power 
steering sy stems instead of th e two screens 
GM uses in some ch eaper cars. 


At our req uest, th e Center for Auto 
Safety , founded by Ralph Nader, examined 
th e GM papers and concluded th at th e 
steering defect in th e 1967-1972 Cadillacs 
could cause a “ catastroph ic.. misfunc­ 
tion." 
Wh en m etal, sand or oth er tiny particles 
are not fully filtered from th e steering 
m ech anism 's valves, th e steering wh eel 
can lock, stick briefly or even “ self-steer " 
Th e result, of course, may be a wildly 
swerving auto, totally out of control. 


Cadillac knew of th e th reat at least by 
Jan. 5 . 1970. according to th e sensitive 
papers from GM's files. At th at time, a 
Cadillac field 
man told 
of two 1969 
Cadillacs 
with 
“ sloppy . . . slipping" 
steering wh ose “ cause is probably dirt . " 


With in month s, dealer complaints were 
pouring in as trouble cropped up in 
Cadillac after Cadillac. Reported 
one 
dealer: 
'Steering ‘locks up' 
h as to be 
'jerked' to release. Dirt in spool valve." 


Anoth er declared. “Owner driving down 
freeway , steering locked, causing car to go 
across th ree lanes of road." A th ird dealer 
reported. 
“Car 
steers 
to 
righ t 
by 
itself. . . wh eel cannot be turned wh ile 
engine is operating ." 


Our papers don't attribute all power- 
steering accidents to th e lack of th e second 
filter, but th e Center for Auto Safety 
speculates th at many ‘my sterious Cadillac 
accidents. . . attributed to driver errors" 
may actually h ave been caused by th e 
missing screen. 


Cadillac's response to th e flood of h azard 
warnings was to do virtually noth ing. 
Cadillac told dealers privately th at “ we 
believe problem cause h as to be dirt." And 
one GM official admitted bluntly to h is 
product improvement division th at 
"we 
need more dirt screens in th e sy stem s." 


But Cadillac sent out no danger warning 
to its customers. 
Some 
conscientious 
Cadillac dealers, h owever, began replacing 
th e dirt-scratch ed valves on th eir own 
instead 
of 
merely 
cleaning 
th em , as 
Cadillac advised. Soon a fat backlog of 
spool valves orders h ad built up. evidence 
of failures in th e Cadillac steering sy stem 


By mid-197 1. in Detroit alone. 1969 and 
197() Cadillacs were pulling into dealers at 
th e rate of four or five a week with 
“ steering 
problems 
(dirt, 
spool 
valve 
sticks, etc.)" th e papers sh ow 


Finally , in th e 1973 Cadillacs, a small 
magnet costing pennies w..s installed in th e 
steering sy stem to pull out th e ch ips with 
iron in th em , alth ough it still let sand and 


oth er dirt go th rough By th en, more th an 
1.3 
million unrepaired Cadillacs were 
already on th e road 


Th e Center for Auto Safety . distressed by 
its findings, h as asked th e Department of 
Transportation for an investigation of th is 
"gross violation" of GM's failure to report 
or remedy th e defect. Th e center, in 
private letters, h as suggested a recall 
campaign to fix th e defect at GM's 
expense 


In Detroit, a GM spokesman told us th at 
since 195 9. Cadillac, as with oth er GM 


cars, 
h as 
h ad 
“a 
fine 
mesh 
filter 
sc re e n...in th e power relief area of 
all 
. power steering pumps. Alth ough less 
th an two-th irds of one per cent of dealer 
warranty repairs on Cadillacs relate to 
power steering response. Cadillac added a 
magnetic plug to its power steering sy stem 
in 1973 to pick up even th e smallest metal 
particles. . To our knowledge th ere are no 
steering lockups, accidents, or injuries 
related to th is condition."

WASHINGTON - In urging th at th e 
House get on with th e impeach ment of 
Rich ard Nixon, I h ave in mind ch iefly wh at 
seems to be th e good of th e country . Th e 
nation deserves a formal resolution, wh ich 
resignation could not provide, of th e 
poisonous 
stream 
of 
ch arges 
brough t 
against th e President over th e past 20 
month s. 


Cruel as it may seem, 
th e 
impeach ment pro­ 
cess migh t 
also prove 
to be for th e good of 
Nixon h imself. He now 
struggles 
in 
a 
dark 
swamp of ill-defined ac­ 
cusations and formless 
innuendos. 
To 
reduce 
th ese to writing, and 
to proceed to trial by 
th e Senate, could bring th e only formal 
vindication th at 
Nixon possibly could 
receive. If two-th irds of th e Senate failed 
to vote for h is conviction and removal, h e 
would 
h ave 
survived 
th e 
crisis 
and 
regained a position on leadersh ip not likely 
to be ch allenged again 


Th ere is y et a th ird consideration. Th e 
good of th e Republican parly . 


It is a consideration, to be sure, not 
likely to lend itself to th e support of 
professional Democrats, but it is a concern 
th at Republicans of everv’ ph ilosoph ical 
persuasion sh ould take to h eart. A recent 
Harris poll turned up a sh ocking statistic: 
If congressional elections were being h eld 
righ t now. and th e ch oice were simply 
between Democrats and Republicans, th e 
Republicans would lag 22 points beh ind. 
Th at is th e Watergate measure. 


One may respond to th e Harris poll, of 
course. 
by 
observing 
th at 
such 
h y poth etical 
q uestions 
bear 
little 
relationsh ip to real world politics. Parties 
do not compete; candidates compete; and 
th e experience, personality , and political 
ph ilosoph y of a candidate count for far 
more th an h is part label Th ere is abundant 
reason, indeed, to believe th at mere party 
affiliation is among th e least of (h e factors 
in our elections today . 


All th e same, in a close race between 
evenly match ed candidates, th e Watergate 
measure plainly could prove decisive. If 
th e 
taint 
of 
“Republican 
corruption " 
affects even 3 or 4 per ce^iit of th e voters. 


and causes th em to vote Dem ocratic, th e 
GOP loss in th e House and Senate next 
y ear could spell disaster for th e party . 


Some of th e prospective dam age could 
be minimized, it seem s to m e, if House 
Republicans th emselves would now join in 
a movem ent to get th is misery settled, 
once and for all, by th e formal procedures 
laid down by th e Constitution. Gerald 
Ford, th e prospective vice presidential 
replacem ent, 
understandably 
could 
be 
excused*from taking a position, but oth er 
Republicans sh ould not be deterred. A 
vote to impeach is not a vote to remove; it 
is a vote to compel th e Senate to h ear th e 
evidence and to return a verdict. 


Th e im peach m ent process, once set in 
motion, would bring order out of disorder. 
It would restore th is wild and formless 
struggle to a context of ground rules 
acceptable to th e people. No tradition is 
more deeply ingrained in our national 
psy ch e th an th e tradition of obedience to 
establish ed law: A batter is out, or a goal 
counts, or a defendant is guilty . Th e 
decisions of an um pire, a referee, or a 
judge may not be popular, but th eir 
auth ority and finality are respected.

The only restriction 
they can impose, Savio said, is to restrict gas use to 3 million 
cubic feet per month. The firms you mentioned are not 
presently being interrupted in service. 


Q — I noticed a school bus that was apparently disabled 
Thursday afternoon (Nov. 1) around 4:20-4:30 at Broadway 
and Engineer being pushed from the rear by another bus. 
The disabled bus was partially loaded with what appeared to 
be grade school children. When the traffic signal turned 
green, one bus pushed the other around the corner eastward 
down the hill on Broadway and the disabled bus coasted to 
about Center St where it stopped without signals in the 
center lane and the other bus pulled up immediately behind 
it. 


Traffic was fairly heavy at that time and cars going east 
began to pull around the buses and, to say the least, it was 
causing quite a traffic tieup. When the buses were on 
Engineer, why didn’t the drivers exchange buses and put the 
children on the good bus and leave the other driver with the 
disabled bus? Also, it is common knowledge that a bus or 
truck equipped with air brakes is nearly without brakes 
when the motor is not operating. So it goes without saying 
that the disabled bus was being pushed downhill in traffic on 
one of the busiest streets in Sedalia at one of the worst times 
for traffic. — L.S.H. 


A — A spokesman for the School Bus Transportation Co., 
said the children were not immediately removed because 
“ the most important thing was getting the bus out of traffic 
to avoid an accident. The spokesman indicated he was aware 
of the potential danger of operating the bus with the motor 
not running but said “ it couldn’t be helped. It was just 
something we were forced to do by circumstances. We had 
to be extra careful of traffic and we hoped they were extra 
aware of us."

Hearings set for next week

WASHINGTON (AF) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon's energy policy ad­ 
viser John A 
Love says the 
fuel crisis will bring a U S. eco­ 
nomic slowdown that could be­ 
come a major recession at the 
whim of the .Arab oil nations. 
Without restored and even in­ 
creased Arab oil. Love said, the 
nation s growlh rate could be 
reduced as much as 80 or 90 
per cent 
Love said m an interview 
that most other administration 
officials have not viewed the 
energy crisis as seriously as he 
does, but he said they may be 
changing their minds since the 
Arabs stopped oil deliveries to 
the United States, in a pressure 
tactic aimed at U S.-Israeli re­ 
lations. 
Love said the steel industry 
may face a 15 per cent cut in 
its energy supply some time 
next year, forcing an even 
greater cut in steel production 
and 
sending 
ripple 
effects 
throughout the economy. 
Industries dependent on pro­ 
pane gas already have been 
hurt by a propane shortage, he 
pointed out 
Th r o u g h wholesale dis­ 
tribution controls, the Nixon ad­ 
ministration plans a 15 per cent 
reduction in home heating oil 
this winter and Love said gaso­ 
line rationing is likely by next 
Spring 
But he said the energy crisis 
is spreading far past these im­ 
pacts. 
“ It 
has 
gone 
beyond, 
as 
serious as they are, the cold 
home and the gasoline to the 
effect it’s going to have on the 
economy. I think.” said Love. 
To end U.S. dependence on 
foreign oil. President Nixon an­ 
nounced Wednesday a goal of 
national energy self-sufficiency 
by 1980, comparing it dramati­ 
cally with the wartime “ Man­ 
hattan’’ atomic bomb project 
and the “ Apollo ” man-on-the- 
moon project. 
But Love said Nixon’s “ Proj­ 
ect Independence’’ 
may 
not 
really mean the United States 
would supply all of its own 
energy. 
Exactly what it does mean, 
he admitted, has not been fig­ 
ured out. 
Love also said the adminis­ 
tration may allow new atomic 
power plants to start operating 
before cooling facilities are in­ 
stalled. Such facilities are re­ 
quired to protect rivers, lakes 
and coastal zones from hot wa­ 
ter discharges that can endan­ 
ger wildlife. 
Here are highlights of the in­ 
terview with Love, who directs 
the White House Energy Policy 
Office: 
y — Is the administration 
really planning for total United 
States energy self-sufficiency 
by 1980’> 
A ~ Well, as a goal, yes ... It 
may well be to our advantage 
to import oil, certainly from 
Venezuela, hopefully from Can­ 
ada, even the Arab prcxlucing- 
nations 
Q — How long a crisis are we 
in for*’ 
A — I think your question im­ 
plies that somehow, within a 
stated penod of time, we’re go 
mg to be able to return to the 
“ good old days’’, right? 
It 
may well be true that 
we’ve seen the end of that era 
Are you saying that 
from now on we should not ex­ 
pect to have all the energy we 
could possibly want'i' 


A — In any near time frame, 
and I hesitate to put a time 
limit on it whether 10 or 15 
years. I can not foresee a time 
in which we can, in effect. 
waste the amount of energy we 
are presently wasting 
Q — What is the implication 
of that for national growth, 
since energy use has paralleled 
the Gross National I ’roducf’ 
A — We will have growth but 
it will continue to be. in my 
opinion, parallel with the sup­ 
ply of energy 
Q — Does that mean that the 
growth rate is going to have to 
slow down*^ 
A — Yes. I believe that to be 
true 
Q—What will be the impact 
on the economy and produc- 
tion'^ 
A -- It depends on how well 
we do this thing, how well we 
do the voluntary and mandato­ 
ry programs and so on If it 
hits, more or less, helter-skel­ 
ter. it could be very serious 
We already have some dis­ 
locations showing up primarily 
petrochemicals, plastics, glass 
manufacturers, tho.se that use 
propane. If we indeed, as looks 
likely have to take 15 per cent 
of the energy away from steel. 
I would assume that their pro­ 
duction would go down more 
than 15 per cent. 
Q — How soon do you think 
the steel industry might have to 
cut back 15 per cent in its ener­ 
gy*’ 
A — It would be well into 
next year. I think, on the basis 
of those fuels they already have 
on hand or in sight. 
Q — What can be realistically 
expected as the energy growth 
rate in the future*? 
A — If the Arab oil embargo 
ceases, we still have the prob­ 
lem of the lack of refinerx ca­ 
pacity ... So I would say. at a 
minimum, we are going to look 
at 
real 
problems 
for 
three 
years ... 
The political situation aside, 
in their own self-interest I don’t 
know that they (the Arab na­ 
tions) are going to continue to 
increase their production at the 
rates that would be necessary 
Plus, the pricing policy (price 
increases) which they unilate­ 
rally provided would have very 
meaningful, 
perhaps 
almost 
unacceptable, consequences not 
only for us, but even more so 
for other nations of the world 
In our domestic production, 
we’re producing something like 
9 million barrels a day . . W e’ll 
probably be lucky to maintain 
it at that level. 
In six months or a year. I 
suppose we can talk realistical­ 
ly of increasing coal prcxiuction 
the equivalent of several hun­ 
dred thousand barrels of oil — 
but not, certainly in the mil­ 
lions of barrels. 
I would think the major ca­ 
pacity for growth is simply go­ 
ing to have to be imports of 
petroleum products 
Unless 
there 
are 
new 
major 
dis­ 
coveries, you inevitably end up 
in the Persian Gulf. 
Q — Then, unless the Arabs 
put back their oil and increase 
their production, we can expect 
very little growth, perhaps only 
10 or 20 percent of the million- 
barrels-a-year increase that has 
been projected'i' 
A — I think maybe that’s a 
reasonable guess. 
Q — That seems to imply 
that unless the Arabs are will­ 
ing to give us the energy, we 
are heading for the serious 
threat of a major economic re­ 


cession Is that the conclusion

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Ford's son doesn't want his life changed

LOGAN. Utah (AP) - Jack 
Ford stood in the back of the 
Cactus Gub, a beer-only bar on 
Main Street, doggedly twisting 
the handles of a 25 cent-a-play 
table-top soccer game. 
“ This is about the most com­ 
petitive thing in my life,” he 
said, “ and it's not very com­ 
petitive " 
John 
Gardner 
Ford 
— 
“Jack" to family and friends — 
is one of four children of Rep 
Gerald R Ford. President Nix­ 
on’s nominee for vice president 
who is now undergoing congres­ 
sional confirmation hearings. 
He is 21. a junior majoring in 
forestry at Utah State IIDiver­ 
sity. 
His father, at 21. was center­ 
ing the University of Mich­ 
igan’s national champion foot­ 
ball team. 
“ I guess his life probably de­ 
manded that he be more com­ 
petitive, said the younger Ford 
“My life has been better than 
his in a lot of ways. He’s pretty 
much a self-made man ^’m 
starting out from a much I 
er 
position ” 
Jack Ford is 6-foot-l. 
hs 
180 pounds, has the build t a 
fire plug and is about as ag­ 
gressive — but on his own 
terms. 
“ Nothing is worth hassling 
over,” he had said earlier. ” 1 
find some way to work aroun i 
things rather than fight abot 
them. But that does not mea 
my desire to be useful in life is 
any less than anyone else’s ” 
Ford lives in a five room, 
$160-a-month apartment in an 
old brick house adjacent to the 
Utah State campus. He shares 
a bedroom with one of three 
roommates, 
takes 
his turn 
washing their plastic super­ 
market dishes, smokes Kools 
and drinks Lucky Draft beer. 
“ I just hope this whole thing 
doesn’t change my life too 
much,” he said. 
Until now, it hasn’t. The Se­ 
cret Service hangs out in Salt 
Lake City, 85 miles away. His 
classes are large enough so 
some professors still do not 
know his name. As he walks 
around campus, most people 
appear 
either 
unaware 
or 
unawed that his father is in line 
to be the nation’s 40th vice 
president. 
“ It has been more difficult to 
study,” Ford said as he struck 
a match on the electric cable 
reel that serves as the apart­ 
ment’s living room table. “ And 
some people, the ones who sud­ 
denly come on strong, they just 
make me laugh.” 
Ford grew up in the family’s 
unpretentious but comfortable 
home in suburban Alexandria, 
Va. A younger brother and sis­ 
ter still live there. His older 
brother is studying at an Epis­ 
copal seminary in Massachu­ 
setts. 
His father was a Republican 
congressman from Michigan 
when Jack Ford was born. He 
became House minority leader 
when young Ford was in the 
seventh grade. 
“ All it meant is he „tarted 
working a lot harder,” said 
Ford. “ He had to give up a lot 
of family things. It didn’t both­ 
er me. I guess I admired him 
for it. But so few people, even 
in the party, really recognized 
what he did. That did always 
kind of bother me.” 
At Williams High School in 
• Alexandria, Ford won letters in 
football, track and crew. He 
had several college football 
scholarship offers, including 
one from Utah State. He ended 
up at Jacksonville University in 
Florida, not playing football. 


★ ★ ★ 


After two years in Florida, he 
decided that forestry had a lot 
of appeal. He left Jacksonville 
and 
registered 
here 
last 
January. 
In 
between, 
he 
worked seven months for the 
Committee for the Re-election 
of the President. 


While working for the com­ 
mittee, he was once asked to 
fill out post cards in what later 
was exposed as a successful at­ 
tempt to rig a television station 
poll to show support for the 
President. 
Ford said he filled out two 
cards and returned the rest 
iback unsigned. 
“ I just could not get into it,” 
he said “ I was into a philoso­ 
phy thing and feeling very re­ 
sponsible for all my actions. 
That was something I didn’t 
think I wanted to take responsi­ 
bility for doing.” 
While he talks of his father 
with respect and admiration. 
Ford is somewhat cynical about 
politics in general. The Water­ 
gate disclosures and the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding former 
Vice President Agnew’s resig­ 
nation do not overly disturb 
him 
“ It probably does not bother 
me as much as other people,” 
he said. “ Maybe I’m a little 
more practical about politics 
because of the exposure I’ve 
had. I don’t see any justifica­ 
tion for corruption, but it hap­ 
pens on every level of life. It 
is not just politics.” 


Logan IS a town of 22.000 
people, 80 per cent of them 
Mormons, tucked away in the 
northeast corner of Utah It is 
isolated, quiet and people don’t 
lock their doors at night 
U S 89 slices east from town, 
past the campus and up a 35- 
mile canyon into the highland 
wilderness 
of 
the 
Wa.satch 
Mountains. Hiking, skiing and 
the university’s forestry pro­ 
gram brought Ford here. 
“ I ’ m really comfortable 
here,” said Ford “ Life runs at 
a more controlled pace 
It’s 
really very important to feel 
that you have control over your 
life.” 
★ ★ ★ 
“ I just really get off in the 
woods.” he said slowly, almost 
reverently. “ It’s just good for 
my head ” 
Despite his major. Ford has 
no strong commitment to mak­ 
ing forestry a career. “ I don’t 
know what I want. I’ve got a 
year and a half to go. I’ll worry 
about it then.” 
Ford 
spent 
last 
summer 
working for the U.S. Forest 
Service, including 39 days fight­ 
ing fires in Idaho. While there, 
he grew the neatly manicured 
beard he now wears. His light 


brown hair tails in layers to his 
neck He most oft^ wears hik­ 
ing 
boots 
and 
jeans, 
with 
maybe a flannel shirt or turtle 
neck 
The campus is largely popu­ 
lated 
by 
straight 
Mormon 
youths in knit slacks and pant 
suits, but there are a fair num­ 
ber of brief case-toting cowboys 
studying 
range 
management 
and out-and-out freaks attract­ 
ed by the mountains 
“ I guess I slide into the 
freaks a little," said Ford 
There is no shortage of wom­ 
en in his life. If he is not 
serious about any of them, it 
does not disturb him He has a 
number of close friends and a 
large circle of acquaintances 
who might call him a friend 
He has avoided the fraternities 
that dominate campus social 
life 
Marijuana’’ 
“ That's not a 
relevant question " 
Would he have fought in Viet­ 
nam? “ I guess I would have to 
have been drafted to find out 
While he welcomes his fa­ 
ther’s chance to be vice presi­ 
dent as just recognition for a 
lifetime's work. F’ord has some 
reservations. 


“ It could be a soft job, some­ 
thing that would give him more 
time with the family, but 1 
can't see him doing it that 
way." he said 
Will his father run for presi­ 
dent in 197H’’ 
“ I hop<> not." he responded. 
“ But what kind of scares me is 
he is just into his job, being in 
government, so much that I 
can not see him just walking 
away from all that " 
Ford talks of being basically 
satisfied with the way politics 
and government work in this 
country 


“ The system works, but it 
could stand revision." he said. 
“ There 
is 
nothing 
basically 
wrong with the Constitution or 
the government, but they could 
take a lot of streamlining It is 
too top heavy* in Washington 
There is not enough coordina­ 
tion and things don't always get 
done " 
Does the system work well 
for the people"’ 
Long pause 
“ 1 don't know," he .said 
“ I've had a gcxKl life and guess 
I don't know how much better 
life could be '

It is estimated that between one-third and 
one-half of the 35 million workers covered by pension 
plans will never collect a cent. Are you one of them? 


• Charles N. Evelyn worked 
41 years for a New Jersey 
chemical factory. As part of his 
compensation, he was promised 
a pension of $100 a month 
when he retired at 65. At 63, 
he was laid off when the factory 
was bought by a bigger com­ 
pany. The result: He was in­ 
eligible for the pension he had 
counted on for 41 years. 
• Mrs. Iris Kwek was laid 
off by the Anaconda American 
Brass Company for economy 
reasons after 30 years of serv­ 
ice in Detroit. Result: She lost 
all rights to her pension bene­ 
fits. She had started at the com­ 
pany in 1941 after she finished 
high school. Then she went on 
to earn a college degree at night. 
But even with her degree she 
stayed on at her old job because 
of 
the 
pension 
rights 
she 
thought she had already earned. 
• Robert E. Pratt of Hudson, 
N.Y., found out after working 
for the Gifford Wood Company 
for 47 years that he would re­ 
ceive no pension. Why? Be­ 
cause the company had been 
sold and the pension plan was 
terminated three months be­ 
fore Mr. Pratt reached age 65. 
The new company, Greer In­ 
dustries of Wilmington, Mass., 
claimed there were only funds 


available to pay those who had 
retired three months before Mr. 
Pratt’s birthday. 
These three people and thou­ 
sands like them have com­ 
plained bitterly over the fact 
that their long-expected pen­ 
sions have evaporated into thin 
air. And these complaints con­ 
tinue to pour in despite the 
fact that private pension plans 
now cover an estimated 35 mil­ 
lion American workers and 
have assets in excess of $150 
billion—growing at the rate of 
$10 to $12 billion annually. 
It seems clear that there are 
major flaws in this country’s 
system of private pension plans 
—flaws that are the basis for the 
estimate that between one-third 
and one-half of the 35 million 
workers covered will never col­ 
lect a cent from the plans on 
which they rely, and to which 
they probably have contributed. 
The Senate Labor Subcom­ 
mittee, of which I am a mem­ 
ber, made an analysis in 1971 
of 51 plans that failed to pro­ 
vide for any kind of vesting (en­ 
titlement to pension benefits) 
before retirement age, or that 
provided for vesting only after 
the employee had worked 11 
years or more, had attained a 
specified age, or both. Since

1950, these plans had covered 
seven million employees and 
had accumulated some $10 bil­ 
lion in assets. 
The analysis showed that 
since 1950 only four percent of 
those seven million participants 
received any kind of vested re­ 
tirement benefit. It also showed 
that 5.2 million participants 
had left the coverage of the 51 
plans since 1950 before reach­ 
ing retirement age, and of that 
number 92 percent had for­ 
feited any right to receive pen­ 
sion benefits. Substantial num­ 
bers of those who lost out had 
put in long years of service- 
but it wasn’t enough to keep 
their pension benefits. 
And then there were 36 
plans that were the subject of 
yet another study. These plans 
covered about three million par- 


ticipants since 1950 and had ac 
cumulated assets of $6 billion 
Vesting was provided after ter 
years of service or less. The an 
alysis showed that since 1950 
242,510 employees had 
re 
ceived normal, early or deferrec 
vested retirement benefits, oi 
eight percent of the total thre< 
million employees who partici 
pated in these (rfans. Approxi 
mately 1.5 million employees- 
half the total-had left these 
plans before they reached re 
tirement age. And 73 percent ol 
thaf 1.5 million forfeited theii 
right to obtain any kind of pen 
sion benefit. 
These figures tell the story ir 
overwhelming terms. The enor 
mous mobility of our working 
population plays havoc with th( 
assumptions on which most pri 
vate pension plans are built

M oving, and the resultant loss 
o f pension benefits, is the rule 
rather than the exception. V ery 
few em ployees w ork fo r one 
em ployer as long as 30 y e a rs- 
o r even 20 years. But despite 
this undeniable evidence, pri­ 
vate pension plans are struc­ 
tured in a w ay that results in an 
abnorm ally high loss o f benefits. 
W ould better pension plans 
m ake a difference in people’s 
lives? Y es — undeniably, pen­ 
sions can m ake a significant 
contribution to the econom ic 
security of large num bers of old 
people w ho need a m uch m ore 
realistic level o f living in retire­ 
m ent. 
Even 
a 
substantially 
liberalized Social Security could 
not do the job pensions can do. 
It’s been nearly 40 years since 
Social Security was enacted. 
Right now —even w ith recent 
substantial increases in its bene- 
fits-S ocial Security is just bare­ 
ly enough to support people, 
even at poverty levels. N o r do 
people save o r invest enough 
m oney over a lifetim e. T he re­ 
sult is they can ’t really cope 
w ith soaring food costs or any 
other form s o f inflation. W e’ve 
even had the spectacle of seeing 
som e retired people tu rn into 
shoplifters, just to obtain a de­ 
cent diet. A nd th at’s only one 
exam ple o f w hat the lack of 
adequate old-age incorT*- *:an 
do to people. 
A nd w hat if people begin 
to live longer? T he m edical-re- 
search com m unity is concen­ 
trating 
as 
never 
before 
on 
reaching m ajor breakthroughs 
against the great killers—cancer 
and heart disease. If their ef­ 
forts succeeded, life expectancy 
could soar to 70 o r 9 0 o r m ore. 
T h at w ould revolutionize the 
econom ics of aging and m ake 
an im proved private pension 
system even m ore essential. 
Pensions also have a great 
deal to do w ith m orale—and the 
erosion of w orker m orale has 
becom e a m atter o f grave na­ 
tional concern. W e need to find 
ways to give w orkers a “shot in 
the arm ,” to im prove their in­ 
centives. Judging from their 
com plaints about their pension 
plans, pension security certain­ 
ly isn’t doing m uch to help 
m orale at present. 


M y advice to em ployees who 
are covered by pension plans is 
this: Find out all you can about 
your coverage. W hat are the 
benefits? W hat does it take to 
m ake you eligible for the bene­ 
fits? W ho’s contributing how 
m uch to the plan? H ow m any 
years will you have to w ork to 
be eligible for norm al retire­ 
m ent? F or early retirem ent? 
F o r disability retirem ent? H ow 
m any years does it take to vest? 
W ho m anages the m oney in 
your pension fund, and how is 
the m oney invested? K eep ask­ 
ing until you get answers. 
M any com panies have excel­ 
lent pension plans, and the 
whole pension system has im ­ 
proved dram atically in the last 
ten years. From 1960 to 1970, 
for exam ple, the num ber of 
people receiving private pen­ 
sions m ore than doubled—from 
1.8 m illion to 4.2 m illion—and 
benefit paym ents tripled, from 
$1.8 billion to $5.9 billion. But 
m any com pany (and union) 
plans are still w oefully deficient. 
In 1 9 6 6 ,1 introduced the first 
com prehensive bill to deal with 
the defects in the private pen­ 
sion system. T hen in 1972, Sen. 
H arrison 
W illiam s 
(D -N .J.) 
and I introduced the bipartisan 
W illiam s-Javits bill based on 
my 1966 bill. 
You can read w hat the Sen­ 
ate's bill is all about elsewhere 
on these pages. 
On Septem ber 19, the Senate 
— by a 93-0 vote — passed a 
m eaningful private-pension-re- 
form 
bill 
that 
successfully 
m erged the best provisions of 
the W illiam s-Javits bill w ith a 
sim ilar bill from the Senate F i­ 
nance C om m ittee. 
T he Senate bill will also pro­ 
vide, as proposed by the N ixon 
A dm inistration, that individual 
em ployees — those not covered 
by private pension plans —can 
deduct up to $1,500 annually 
for contribution to an individual 
pension plan. 
I strongly urge every w orking 
man and w om an to help us put 
the pension 
reform s o f the 
W illiam s-Javits bill (as it cleared 
the Senate) on the U.S. statute 
books. 1 hope you will w rite and 
ask your congressm an 
n m 
to support our bill.
